applicants arguments fail t o overcome the outstanding rejections. On Jan 11. 2005 applicant filed a request for consideration 
arguing that Nudleman et al could not anticipate the claimed compounds because Nudleman et al disclose the carbohydrate 
structures linked to a ceramide rather than "ally!". It is noted that claims 108 and 116 specify that R can be "substituted allvl" 
which reads on ceramide. Applicant argues in the amendment submitted on Feb 9. 2005 that it would be undue 
experimentatio n for one of skill in the art to use the compounds of Nudleman in immunotherapy. This is not persuasive, the 
claims are drawn to compou nds. One of skill in the art would not be subject to undue experiementation to use the compounds 
of the instant claims to raise an antibody in an experimental animal. The claims to not reguire functionality in human anti- 
cancer immunotherapy.
